The alleged confederates of Mrs.

Robertson, said to have accompanied 
her to Roanoke. where a taxicab was 
hired, and W. H Robertson, W. H. 
Thomas and Walter Ramsey, a taxi- 
cab driver, all of whom are said to 
have been picked up in. Roanoke. 


The alleged kidnappers were ar- 
rested about midnight last night in 
Bedford 
Va., following an exciting 


chase leading through Roanoke, the 
arrests being made bv Officer "Wright, 
of Bedford, who had received notice 
of the alleged kidnapping, telephoned 
to all neighboring towns from here 
The child was recovered uninjured. 


Upon arrival in Salem about 10 


o'clock last night the party of alleged 
kidnappers picked 
- a 13-year-old 


Salem bov and requested him to di- 
rect them to the home of the Rev. 
Mr. Cooper. The boy did so. 
Some 


of the men in the party are alleged 
to have called the minister to the door 
on the pretext of wanting him to per- 
form a marriage ceremony, and at- 
tacked him. one striking him in the 
eye with a pistol and another blunsr 
him on the hand, during which time 
Mrs. Cooper, former wife of the min- 
ister, is alleged to have kidnapped 
little Doris Mane, taking the child out 
of her bed.

old Salem boy. Benny Stump, whom 
the alleged kidnappers had picked up.

The applications 
range all the way from the city of 
New York itself down to a small de- 
partment store. 


These applications would seem in 


themselves - to dispose at least tem- 
porarily of the question, "does broad- 
casting" pay?' ' It certainly must pay 
in ?omc manner or why would addit- 
ional concerns be willing to go to the 
great expense of erecting and main- 
taining the sending stations? 


The problem has arisen of provid- 


ing practical wave lengths for all of 
the proposed new stations. A repre- 
sentative here of the department of 
commerce at Washington, which reg- 
ulates the ether side of radi". wants 
at least four of the new broadcast- 
ing stations to take the same wave 
length despite the niact that all are 
to be in the same radio zone. 
This 


would mean of course, that the four 
stations would have to arrange for 
an exact division of time because no 
two of them could operate successful- 
ly at the same hour. 


The suggestion that the city of New 


York should share a wave length with 
three other stations has aroused the 
city fathers.
